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The  above  cut  will  show  you  that  it  is  often  necessary  to  cut  a 
part  of  the  crown  (or  base  of  stem)  with  each  tuber  when  separating 
the  clump  for  planting.  Note  the  eye  on  the  separated  tuber,  about 
half  an  inch  from  the  neck.
